Cessation of Hostilities Has Not 
Ytt Betn Ordcridi 



MERRITT AND lltLCS ACTIVE. 
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Wuhlneton, Aug. 12— The naval 
war board, led by Acting Secretary Al- 
lea, called oa Judce Day &t)out noon. 
It It btUered th«lr parpoM was to Im- 
preM upon the secretary the import- 
ance of making the surrender of Im- 
portant strategic points at the en- 
trance of harbors, such aa Morro caatle 
at RaTaaa harbor, a ooadttlOB for the 
eaantloB af koatUitlM. 

A ruaor wai pat afloat In the after- 
noon to tbp effect tlixTt Secretary Al- 
ger, in anticipation of the beginning of 
the formal peace negotiations, had ca- 
bled Oeaaral Milea and Oeaeral Mer- 
rttt, in Porto Rloo and tha Philippines 
respectively, orders that looked toward 
a cessation of hostilities. 

When his attention was directed to 
this rnmor, Sacretary Alger promptly 
pronouBceA It to he without founda- 
tion, and as absurd, and his words 
were practically repeated with em- 
phasis by Adjutant Gfneral Corbin, 
through whose hands any such mes- 
sagM mast pass. 

As a nattar ot fact General Miles is 
pressing forward with the greatest en- 
ergy and Merrltt undoulitfdly Is pursu- 
ing his campaign in Luxon. It is stat- 
ed pot^itively that he is nnder no re- 
straining ordar fram tha war depart- 
ment, but that It la laCt anttraly to hie 
•wn discretion whan and how to at- 
tack Manilla. 

IfONITORR TO BK ITSRD. 

InasBUCh aa it has baaa reportad 
from CaTtt* that he waa aimply await- 
ing the arrival there of the double tur- 
retted monitor Monaduock, It is pre- 
sumed this attack will soon follow if it 
has not baoD made already, (or accord- 
lag to tha ealcnlatlon ot tha navy de- 
partment the Moaatnoek la about due 
now at Cavlte. 

While not quite clear as to Genaral 
Merritt's purpose in deferring bis at- 
tack until tha Tssaal arriTaa, It is the 
pinion of the military olBcials that 
his plan is to plant the two monitors, 
Monterey and Monadoock, directly 
within range of the Manilla batteries 
and if a demand for surrender is re- 
fused, to battar down thoaa defansaa. 
Only fullx armored vessels can ba safe- 
ly employed In such work, hence the 
delay on account of the nonarrival of 
the Monadnock. 

Secretary Alger cabled to General 
Mllaa to apply immediately to the 
Porto RIcan ports captured by him the 
tariff drawn up by the government for 
Santiago and other Cuban ports. This 
Is In Una with the policy of tbe war 
dapartmant of axtandlaff tha Amarlean 
aystem of tarltta aa rapidly aa poaalhls 
OTsr captured territory. 

The settlement of the details of the 
evacuation of Cuba and Porto Rico is 
already receiving the eamest attention 
Of tha alloiala. Soma provlaion is to 
be made far tha traatnfeaiit of the Span- 
ish prisoners and for the disposition of 
the small arms and tbe artillery and 
war stores.

Washington. Aug. 11— The bulletin 

from Madrid announcing that tbe 
Spanish ci^blnet had approved the 
peace protocol and that the French 
ambassador would receive instruction 
to sign it, was vary gratifying to the 
administration, but it was expected 
that such would be the course of tbe 
Spanish governraent. Immediately 
after the document is signed both gov- 
ernments will bagla carrylnt; oat its 
provisions. 

The first will be the cessation of hos- 
tilities, followed Immediately by the 
occupation of Manilla by General Mer- 
rltt and the United States troops un- 
der his command, the occupation of 
San Juan in Porto Rico by General 
Milts :hi(] the evacuation of that ial- 
and by the Spanish forces. 

It is believed there will be delay in 
the evacuation ot Havana, becauseOA 
tbe evacuation of Harana, Matanias 
and other Spanish strooi^olda in 
Cuba, as some difficulties are antici- 
pated in arranging for a proper form 
of govemmant of Cuba and because 
there ia no dasira to hurry AmaricajB 
troops into tbe island at the present 
time, the preference being to wait for 
cooler weather. 

There is good authority for the state- 
ment that Baeretary Day will be at the 
head of the peace commlsaioa and that 
two United States senators will be 
members of it. 

Senator Allison of Iowa and Sena- 
tor Gorman of Maryland have been 
prominently mentioned tor placen on 
the commission and it is known that 
V h-:^--^ ^'v>n vadar oonaldaratlon hy 
the president. 

.0 ^»<w relieved by members of the 
administration that the commission 
can complete its work in time to cause 
anextra session of congress to consid- 
er legislation which the treaty of 
peace %ill necessitate, although there 
is a prospect that an extra aeaaion of 
the sanaie might be called In Novam- 
bar to oonsidar the treaty ot paaea.

Thursday waa diplomatically one of 
the busiest days since the outbreak of 
the war. There was no fewer than 
three cabinet councils in addition to 
various diplomatic confaraBoaa. 

Tbougli tka text oC tlia protoeei was 
not reeetired until tka araalng was well 
advanced, the governiaaat bad been 
made fully acquainted with Us con- 
tents through Paris. 

The mattar waa practically settled 
at tbe cabinet meeting In tbe after- 
noon, find tho recpipt of th< aitual 
docunipnt, therefore, only required a 
meeting ot the cabinet for a formal ac- 
ceptance. 

Ministers adhere to the statemant 

that thp protocol rnntuins no modifica- 
tion of the original terms, but only 
new suggestions. They expect it will 
be signed at oace and that a suspen- 
sloB at hoatllttlaa will ba aBBouacaA. 

Duke AlmodoTsr de Rio, minister of 
foreign affairs, says the negotiations 
for the ppfl( o trpaty will fake place In 
Paris, but he says tbe commissioners 
have not yet baaa appointed. 

The terms of the protocol will not be 
published until the instrument haa 
baaa signed.

Kid Mayor, Caldwell. O.: Your dear 
Lorilla waa lynched here. Please wlra 
disposition of the remains.— R. P. Mil- 
wee." 

To this Archer replied that there 
must be some mistake, as he did not 
know Lorilla.

I stayed in the hospital twelve days, 
lyinjr in a tent on the hard uroiind with 
only one Idanket umler me. The attend 
ance waM had, aniJ sometimes I did not 
net medicine for dayf, nor did the doctors 
loolt at me or ask any utiestions. All 
tiie medicine I ^rot there \va.« 'juinine 
pills and afterwards strychnia tahietjj. 

My food was hroti/ht me from the 
company and I had to eat just what the 
other nien that were well ate. The food 
contifcted, at first, mainly of black coffee, 
hard-tack and bacon, afterward bread, 
black coffee, beans, potatoes and heei 
The food was not cooked for a sick man. 

After twelve days I was (lischarned, for 
mv appetite was jtood and the fever h.id 
l«ft me. That was June. I did not yio 
o«t for drill for tbe next two days. I 
was too weak and the Captain told me I 
had better stay in qaarten. We had in- 
spection in heavy marching order June 
10th. I had to atand for nearly an hour 
in tbe hot ann and it turned me dek at 
tbe atomach. 

I couJd hardly atand. I muat have 
turned deathly pale, for when the Col 
onel walked down the line he asked me 
whether I waa sick and told me to go to 
ray cfiiarters. June 11th I was taken to 
the hospital again, for typhoid hemor 
rliage had he);un. I was too weak for 
Ir'v. I w.ts in the hospital three day«, 
Aii>\ tlieu the doctors of the regimental 
hospital said that they had no medicine 
to cure nie and ."ent me to the division 
hospital. I stayed there three days, had 
only one do^e of medicine, three tablets 
.uid oni- tea^^po(jufiil (if some very had 
ta^tini; medicine. Then the doctors sent 
me liai k to cjiiarter^. 

buch is the pitiful story talien from 
the diary of a young man who enlisted in 
the Second Kentucky Re;;iment at New- 
port, and waa sent to Camp Thomas, 
Ohiokamanga, on May 26th. He waa re- 
tamed to hir^ home at Hellevne a few 
daya ago and died there this week of ty- 
phoid fever. PlarHenlar attention ia 
called to what he says about the "doc- 
tors" and the medicine. There is no 
question that his death waa due largely 
to the lack of proper treatment and care. 
The doctors "did not look at me, or ask 
any ijuestions." A nice lot of surgeons 
indeed to be placed in charge of the on- 
fortunate soldiers who are sick. 8ach 
"doctors" are a disgrace to their profes- 
sion. No wonder the army hospitals are 
fllled with typhoid fever patients, and 
that the death rate in the camps threat- 
ens to Boon exceed that in all the battlea 
that have been fought during the prae> 
•nt war. The Nation is able to properly 
care for the sick soldiers, the people are 
cheerfully contributing the fnnda for that 
purpoae and it is an outrage and diagrace 
that the aick should be neglected and al- 
lowed to die. Let the men responsible 
lor auoh a condition of affaire be ferreted 
out and promptly poniahed.
